Looking Right at Us 


HE Mayfield Messenger, published in Graves 
County, in the far western extremity of Ken- 
tucky, reported in its issue of September 29: 

The epidemic of sleeping sickness among horses is 
moving in from Missouri and Dr. J. W. Ward, Folsom- 
dale veterinarian, reported to County Agent G. E. Wii- 
liamson today that he has found four cases, two in 


Graves County and one each in McCracken and Carlisle 
Counties. 


As far as THE BLOOD-HORSE is informed, these 
are the first cases of encephalomyelitis reported 
in Kentucky. They are heralds of destruction. 
They are an official communique that an im- 
placable foe of the equine race has crossed the 
Mississippi and the Ohio and is on its way to the 
great light-horse-breeding area of central Ken- 
tucky, where the filtrable virus of encephalomye- 
litis can yum-yum its way through the most ex- 
pensive horseflesh in America. 


Actually the counties in which these cases have 
appeared are about 300 miles from the horse- 
breeding area surrounding Lexington, and about 
200 miles from the principal farms in the vicinity 
of Louisville. But they are only about 60 miles 
from Thoroughbred farms around Hopkinsville. 

Encephalomyelitis marches deliberately. It 
does not rush from place to place nibbling off the 
tenderest morsels, but simply keeps on creeping, 
and its intentions are about as benevolent as those 
of Sherman on his way through Georgia. Frost 
will soon halt its progress this year, but next 
year it will march again. And one fine day, 
barring some fortuitous combination of the elc- 
ments, we shall discover encephalomyelitis in 
the central Kentucky counties which are more 
thickly populated with Thoroughbreds than any 
other area in the world. In the meantime the 
disease will have taken its toll of many hundreds 
of farm horses. 

Ve are not trotting out a specter to scare the 
wits out of Thoroughbred breeders. But we are 
calling attention again to an enemy very much 
alive, whose effect is quite observable and un- 
mistakable, whose itinerary is laid out in our

as to whether and when a general vaccination 
may become necessary, but we wish to apprise 
Thoroughbred owners of the imminence of the 
danger, and to call the attention of the State 
Veterinary Department to the fact that it is faced 
with a problem which calls for action. 


That Man Again 


HIS is the month when breeders of Thorough- 

breds play badminton-by-mail with Frederick 
J. E. Klees, registrar of The Jockey Club. In ac- 
cepting aplications for registration Mr. Klees 
wants everything just right, and he is perfectly 
within his rights and in the line of duty when he 
insists that any data submitted to him must check 
with any data which he already has on hand. Be- 
fore he has granted the right of registration for 
all the foals of 1938 he will have been called a fine 
assortment of names by breeders all the way 
from Woonsocket to Honolulu. We hope that 
horsemen will be able to smile when they utter 
these long-distance imprecations, for, after all, 
the main trouble with Mr. Klees is only that he 
seeks a degree of perfection to which neither the 
breeders nor the American Stud Book have be- 
come adjusted. It may well be, when you send 
in the markings and description of a mare whose 
first foal you are trying to register, that the in- 
formation you furnish will not coincide at all 
points with the original identification of that 
mare as carried in the records of The Jockey 
Club.. It may not be your fault at all, for the 
person who registered the mare when she was a 
foal may have failed to make his records alto- 
gether accurate, or may have neglected to make 
corrections when he noticed an additional pecu- 
liarity after the registration papers had been 
granted. The moral is that difficulty may be 
avoided in the future by being extremely careful 
now in furnishing diagrams and descriptions of 
this year’s foals—even to getting down on your 
hands and knees to see if there is a white spot the 
size of an exclamation point on the lower lip. It 
will, presumably, be quite as satisfactory to cuss

Apprentice 


OME of my readers may be interested in 

knowing that my little apprentice boy, Irish, 
whom I started to riding this summer, and who 
won his first race on Dolly Friday the thirteenth 
in May, is rapidly becoming one of the most 
popular apprentices at Rockingham Park. He 
rides five or six mounts a day and is winning 
his share of races. One day this week he rode 
two winners (one of which paid better than 50 
to 1 and the other better than 14 to 1), had two 
seconds and a fourth from his five mounts. He 
rides at 103 pounds, has a splendid physiaue, all 
hard muscle, and does not have to reduce or 
starve himself. He still does not smoke, and 
when I am around, at least, does not “cuss.” He 
stays in nights and sleeps, works hard every 
morning, and, all in all, appears on his way to 
becoming a very successful rider. It is quite a 
satisfaction to me to have Irish develop so 
satisfactorily after the three years of training 
I have given him. He was only a bit over 13 
years old when he joined the stable. Developing 
a boy is much the same as developing a good 
horse, and often a good boy is just as valuable 
to his trainer as a good horse would be. 


Selecting a Broodmare 


INCE so many new people are being attracted 

to the ranks of the breeders of Thorough- 
breds, the Editor has asked me to write some 
suggestions for use in the selection of brood- 
mares. 

The first essential in a broodmare is breeding, 
and the second thing in importance is type (con- 
formation). The third vital qualification is rac- 
ing ability, as shown in her racing record, if any. 

Ever since Thoroughbreds came into existence, 
breeders and writers have argued as to which 
exerted the more influence on the offspring, the 
sire or the dam, and the subject is still very 
much alive, and will probably always remain 
so. In my opinion, the sires of Thoroughbreds 
have been preponderantly responsible for the 
improvement in the breed. This is due to the 
fact that only top horses (with few exceptions) 
are used as sires, while nearly all the females 
have found their way into the stud. How much 
more progress would have been made in the 
evolution of the Thoroughbred had only the best 
females been used and all the others discarded, 
one can only guess, but it is certain that d>- 
velopment of the better qualities would have 
been almost twice as rapid as has been the case. 
For the purposes of this discussion we will as- 
sume, to prevent any arguments pro and con, 
that the sire and dam can be credited fifty-fifty 
for the inheritance of the foal produced. 

If you are the owner of a Stallion in service 
to which you expect to breed the mares you 
acquire, you should purchase mares suitable in 
bloodlines for him. Also the type of horse you 
expect to produce is a strong factor in deciding 
which lines of blood you will select. When se-

lecting mares for a given sire, one of the good 
old rules of breeding that can well be continued 
is to have the mare’s breeding contain a cross 
of the best blood in the stallion to which she is 
to be bred. If your sire was a horse of great 
speed, mares carrying less sparkling blood could 
be good mates for him, where such mares would 
be likely to prove poor mates for a sire whose 
breeding did not give him great speed. Speed 
is of prime importance in the race horse of to- 
day, and without it staying qualities are of 
little use, as the distances commonly run are 
too short, and the stayer without speed would 
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never get close. And do not expect a horse and 
his mate to produce something they did not have 
themselves, for it is obvious that parents can- 
not hand on something they did not themselves 
possess. The seeming exceptions to the rule are 
too few to plan on. 


My own predilection in bloodlines for brood- 
mares runs to our old American families. It 
was conclusively shown by Miss Marguerite 
Bayless in the Matriarchy of the American Turf 
that the old American lines had produced a high 
percentage of the best stakes winners in this 
country, and there is no reason to expect them 
to fail to do so from here on. These families 
were established on four-mile-heat racing, and 
were largely the finest Herod blood ever pro- 
duced. No other country today has as a founda- 
tion the quantity or quality of Herod blood that 
our old American lines carry, and whatever 
greatness our horses have achieved has been 
built on this foundation. I am also partial to 
our three great American sire lines, Domino, Ben 
Brush, and Fair Play, for they carry all the 
blood of our best early American families and 
the blood of the great early sires. 

I should like a mare by any of the best rep- 
resentatives of the three American sire lines 
with back crosses to *Rock Sand, *Meddler, 
*Star Shoot, *Ogden, *Voter, *Darebin, *Mor- 
temer, etc. All these horses were tops, both as 
performers and as sires, and their blood is carry- 
ing on today, and what is perhaps even more 
important, it is still “fashionable blood.” It is 
hard to find a top broodmare without a cross of 
Bend Or. Crosses to Hampton, Isonomy, Sun- 
dridge, Hermit, St. Simon, and Springfield are 
always tops, if through top individuals, either 
male or female, but be sure that there were no 
flat links in the chain between these illustrious 
names and the ones in your pedigree. 

We now have in this country two of the most 
successful and fashionable branches of the Bend 
Or tribe, one represented by *Sir Gallahad III 
and his brothers and sons, and the other by 
*Sickle and *Pharamond II. Don’t be afraid to 
accumulate Bend Or, as it and Domino bear in- 
breeding more successfully than any others that 
I have noted. I am also of the opinion that Ben 
Brush will accumulate just as successfully, but 
to date few have used that design, with much 
loss to the breed. I always wanted to see a 
good daughter of *Whisk Broom II bred to 
Broomstick before he died, so as to consolidate 
the blood of Ben Brush, just as Domino was con- 
solidated by Major Daingerfield when he bred 
Ultimus. The blood of Ben Brush free from 
union with Domino is almost non-existent in 
our sires today, and these two bloods will finally 
become so intermingled that this cross can no 
longer be made. A brilliant example of what 
accumulating Ben Brush blood will do is this 
season’s champion 2-year-old, the unbeaten El 
Chico. 

When you have found a pedigree that suits 


you, look well into the conformation of the mare 
before purchasing. The ideal broodmare will be 
of medium size. Very small mares are some- 
times likely to breed too small, but not always. 
Very large mares are almost sure to produce 
big, coarse foals, and the tendency to crooked 


legs seems to be enhanced with size. See that 
she has good, straight legs, with the feet set 
Straisht, that her legs are lean and flat, not fat 
and ind, and that she is not calf-kneed or too 
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light of bone under the knee, or too straight in 
front. See that the hocks are clean and free 
from curbs and spavins and general roughness, 
and the greater the distance between the hocks 
the better I would like her. Almost any of the 
defects I have mentioned, if borne by the mare, 
are very likely to reappear in some of her foals. 
I have noted that any abnormality of conforma- 
tion or disposition usually crops out in the foal. 
I could tell the dams of my yearlings from the 
way the yearlings act when they get to the 
track, even if I didn’t know them otherwise. 
Be sure the mare has good shoulders and 
withers, and that she is short-backed and well 
ribbed-out, and is what breeders refer to as a 
roomy mare. The head of a broodmare is most 
important to me in determining what kind of 
foals I may expect from her. I want a smart- 
headed mare with big, wellset eyes, with no 
bulge between them, a good wide forehead and 
jaw, and a large, sensitive-appearing ear. Her 
muzzle should be tapering and her nostrils wide 
and open. I would prefer her to be a thin-coated 
mare with thin mane and tail. Personally I 
wouldn’t be bothered with a mare which cribs, 
as she will usually gnaw her stall and fences 
and trees, and will spend so much time that way 
instead of eating that she will be hard to keep 
in proper flesh. She is likely to raise poorer 
foals than a non-cribber, and they will probably 
learn cribbing from her before they are weaned. 


When you get down to the third essential, rac- 
ing record, you will encounter the greatest dif- 
ferential in purchase price. Many good mares 
were never raced, and some of the finest pro- 
ducers were of little account on the race course, 
but some of those which never started might 
have been great if raced. The mares of little 
racing ability which were successful as produc- 
ers do not represent the rule. It has been shown 
to readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE, through the 
column “Pedigree Points,” that stakes-winning 
broodmares produce a much higher percentage 
of stakes-winning progeny than do the others. 
A high-class race mare with the other essentials 
of breeding and conformation is the best pros- 
pect for a broodmare. Of course, there are only 
a few high-class mares available, but I would 
certainly prefer a mare that had shown high 
speed or had been a good campaigner, or both, 
even though she had been only a plater. If the 
mare had for dam a mare of high class, either 
as a performer herself or as a producer of high- 
class horses, the less gifted daughter has a good 
chance to produce foals that will breed back to 
the class of the family back of the dam. 

The best breeders in Kentucky nowadays want 
mares whose first crosses are highly fashionable, 
which were tops themselves, or whose first three 
or four dams were either stakes winners or pro- 
ducers of stakes winners, with no mediocre gaps 
between. They also insist on the mare belong- 
ing to some of the illustrious families that are 
consistently in the limelight of success, since 
foals from such mares by top-sires will sell at 
Saratoga for the top dollar, when they are 
blessed with perfection of conformation. 

Don’t buy a broodmare just because she is 
female and a registered Thoroughbred. There 
are thousands of these on farms today that 
should be ‘sold down the river’ and out of the 
stud book. If we could get under way a move- 
ment to prevent the use in the stud of the badly 
bred and poorly formed mares and the poor per- 
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formers on the race course, our horses would 
improve in class so rapidly that the cheap horse 
would cease to be the problem he is today. 

After you have bought your broodmare, take 
proper care of her. Don’t turn her out to rough 
it, and don’t be afraid to be said to pamper your 
Thoroughbreds. The more pampered they are, 
the better ones you are likely to raise. And 
don’t expect that mare to carry all the breed- 
ing responsibility herself, but breed her to the 
very best horse available that suits her blood- 
lines, and you will have a very good percentage 
in favor of your raising a good horse. 


FEED FOR WEANLINGS 


TENNESSEE subscriber asks THE BLOOpD- 

HorRSE: ‘“‘What constitutes a good feed for 
weanlings through the winter months? Especial- 
ly, what kind of hays are best to feed them?” 

Reduced to a minimum, the consensus among 
Thoroughbred horsemen in central Kentucky is 
that mixed hay (clover and timothy, at least 50 
per cent clover) and oats, constitute the best feed 
for weanlings—or any other horses, for that mat- 
ter. There are variations and additions, but the 
staples are mixed hay and oats. 

At Col. E. R. Bradley's Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
Lexington, weanlings are given about six or eight 
quarts of crushed oats daily, depending on their 
condition, plus all the heavy mixed hay they will 
eat. Manager Olin Gentry prefers hay that is 
60 to 75 per cent clover. Twice a week the wean- 
lings have alfalfa instead of mixed hay. Along 
with their crushed oats they get about a pint of 
cracked yellow corn every day. During very 
cold weather they are given in the night feeding, 
instead of dry grain, a hot mash which includes 
corn, oats, bran, and a little flaxseed. The wean- 
lings (yearlings after the first of the year, of 
course) are fed twice daily, about 4:30 a. m. and 
4:30 p. m., and are left out in the pasture all day 
except in falling weather when the temperature 
is quite low. 

At Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree Farm 
weanlings are encouraged to eat all they want. 
They are fed three times daily, at 4 a.m., 4 p. m., 
and 11 p. m., and are given whatever they will 
“clean up,’’ though the “midnight feeding” is 
usually a light one. Usually they are given 
whole oats, instead of crushed oats. They get 
mixed hay, usually about half clover and half 
timothy. Manager Arthur W. Shutts makes an 
effort to obtain the best heavy oats available. 
Last winter he had a handful of powdered sugar 
given occasionally with a feeding of oats, found 
the youngsters relished the variation, and plans 
to do the same this winter. The young horses 
are left outdoors as much as possible in the day- 
time. 

Stanley Hudson, now in charge of the horses 
at Jack Howard’s Rookwood Farm, feeds heavy 
crushed oats, mixed hay about 60 per cent clover. 
Alfalfa is included with the hay about twice a 
week. A small amount of bran is given with 
each feeding of oats, and cracked yellow corn, a 
pint or less, is fed about twice a week. Occa- 
sionally the weanlings or yearlings are given a 
little barley, but they do not relish it as much as 
other grains. In extreme cold weather hot 
mashes are sometimes used. 

Horace N. Davis, owner of Blue Grass Stock 
Farm, puts an ear of yellow corn in with the 
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crushed oats he gives his weanlings and year- 
lings. He feeds twice or three times a day, de- 
pending upon whether he has a night watchman 
on duty to attend to the night feeding. 

William M. King, manager of George D. Wide- 
.er’s farm, feeds eight to 10 auarts of rolled oats 
daily, and sometimes, when the weather is mild 
and the grazing not good, gives an extra feeding 
in the field at noon. He prefers heavy mixed hay, 
and occasionally feeds unmixed clover, but never 
uses alfalfa. Like Mr. Davis and others, he puts 
an ear of corn in the trough at each feeding. He 
uses no bran, except in special instances. In the 
winter he adds about a quart of sweet feed (Omo- 
lene) to each grain feeding. 

In general, there is more feeding of crushed (or 
rather, rolled) oats than of the whole grain. 
Most of the larger horse farms in central Ken- 
tucky have their own machines set up to roll the 
oats. Horsemen prefer not to have more rolled 
oats on hand than will be used in two or three 
feedings, as the grain dries out after rolling. 
There is also evidence that it loses an appreciable 
amount of its vitamin content when fed in any 
other form than whole, especially if it dries out. 
And many of those who feed rolled oats say that 
they would rather feed the whole grain, but that 
it is more likely to bring on colic. Some horses 
make a practice of bolting whole oats and get- 
ting a stomach-ache as a result. Mr. Shutts, 
however, says that in his experience there is 
virtually no difference in whole and rolled oats, 
that sometimes he uses one, sometimes the other. 
When the grain is rolled it bulks larger than in 
the natural state, and a horse must consume a 
larger bulk. 

Heavy oats, so called, weighing 36 to 38 pounds 
to the bushel, are used almost exclusively on the 
central Kentucky horse farms. Horsemen would 
prefer extra heavy oats, weighing as much as 42 
pounds, but these are scarce and necessarily ex- 
pensive, and most farm owners and managers 
content themselves with the lower weight. Inci- 
dentally, the oat crop this year is lighter than 
normal. 

Most horsemen like to see a horse eat a great 
deal of hay. “If he’s a good hay-eater, he’s a 
good doer,”’ is an expression frequently heard. 
Thus most of Thoroughbreds in Kentucky can 
have all the hay they will eat in the winter. In 
the summer very little hay is fed to the horses 
on the farms, as they have long hours of grazing 
on excellent pastures. 
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Horse Beats Kyne 


William P. Kyne, manager of Bay Meadows 
and of other western tracks, last week wagered 
Ritchie Roberts that a horse named Blackie 
owned by Roberts could not swim the mile across 
the Golden Gate entrance at San Francisco. Own- 
er Roberts held on to a cord tied to Blackie’s tail, 
went along for the ride, paddled occasionally. 
Blackie covered the course in 23:15, cutting one 
minute and 15 seconds from the record of a local 
swimming club champion, cost loser Kyne a ban- 
quet.

Saratoga Horses in California 


RANK ORSATTI, head of the Orsatti Agency, 

Hollywood artists’ bureau, has completed an 
interesting experiment in Thoroughbred buying 
and selling. Under the name of Fairview Farms 
he purchased a number of yearlings at Saratoga 
for moderate prices, shipped them across the con- 
tinent to Los Angeles, advertised that they wouid 
be sold in the paddock at Hollywood Park by the 
Cahalan Thoroughbred Sales Company. 


The sale was held last Sunday, October 2. W. 
S. Cahalan, the auctioneer, informs THE BLOOD- 
HORSE that a big crowd was present and that the 
sale was “thoroughly successful.’’ Twenty-eight 
lots, including 24 yearlings, were sold for $22,200, 
average $793. Twenty-six lots in the sale had 
been purchased at Saratoga for $19,075, average 
$734; at Hollywood Park they brought $21,700, 
average $835. Thus Mr. Orsatti had a gross 
profit of $101 a head from which to pay for six 
weeks’ feeding, handling, and shelter, a trip 
across the country, and the expenses of the sale. 
On the 24 yearlings sold both at Saratoga and in 
California the average gain was from $748 to $840. 
not including one which cost $400 at Saratoga 
and was withdrawn from the Hollywood Park 
sale. In the following summary the prices paid 
at Saratoga are given in parenthesis.

The schedule calls for the 
sale of a total of 518 horses in three days, Oc- 
tober 10, 11, and 12.

Belmont to Jamaica 


ITH the Futurity, the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 

and the Grand National Steeplechase Han- 
dicap featuring the closing program, Belmont 
Park completed its 15-day fall meeting on October 
1, and racing in New York moved to Jamaica for a 
12-day stay. After the Jamaica meeting Empire 
City, also with 12 days of racing, will close the 
New York season for the year, a season which 
has been rather uniformly successful both finan- 
cially and with respect to the class of racing of- 
fered. 

Belmont Park added two horses, perhaps three, 
to the leaders of their divisions. Porter’s Mite, 
winner of Champagne Stakes and Futurity, and 
holder of the world record for 612 furlongs, now 
ranks second to El Chico in money earned and 
perhaps in ability as well, though it took a photo- 
graph to separate his nose from Eight Thirty in 
the Futurity. Magic Hour, winner of the Reali- 
zation, joined a dozen or so other 3-year-olds at 
the head of that age division. Idle Miss, winning 
the Ladies’ Handicap, lifted herself to a position 
among the leaders of the older mares, defeating 
such good 3-year-olds as Jacola, Handcuff, and 
Creole Maid. 

Jamaica’s opening card was headed by the 
Belgrade Claiming Stakes, a $2,500 sprint won 
by W. C. Winfrey’s Postage Due, a High Time 
gelding which began racing under the cerise and 
white of Alfred Vanderbilt. The card of Satur- 
day, October 8, will include the Continental Han- 
dicap, a $10,000 1 1-16-mile event which includes 
Thanksgiving, Bull Lea, Idle Miss, *Isolater, 
Magic Hour, Marica, and Esposa among the 30 
nominations. 


Sickle T. Wins 


For the Montauk Claiming Stakes ($2,500 add- 
ed, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles), at Belmont 
Park September 27, the favorite was the Clarence 
Buxton entry of Knight’s Haven (117) and Billy 
Van Nuys (3-y-o, 106). Billy Van Nuys was off 
fast, taking the lead from P. B. Codd’s Pageboy 
(112) after the first quarter, but as the field 
went to the far turn Jockey Joe Renick came up 
fast with Mrs. B. F. Whitaker's Sickle T. (3-y-o, 
103), got through on the inside and drew out 
rapidly. Knight’s Haven, which had been trail- 
ing the field came up on the outside into the 
stretch, was in second place at the eighth-pole 
with a length and a half to make up. Sickle T. 
had a good deal left, easily disposed of this threat,

Sickle T. foaled at Calumet Farm March 6, 
1935, did not race at two.

Ladies’ Handicap 


The leading 3-year-old fillies, Handcuff (116) 
and Creole Maid (112), were out for the Ladies’ 
Handicap ($5,000 added, all ages, one mile) at 
Belmont Park September 28, along with Edward 
Friendly’s Jacola (3-y-o, 117), which had begun 
her 3-year-old campaign 12 days earlier with a 
victory. Jacola, a top 2-year-old filly in 1937, 
and apparently in good form, was made a rather 
strong favorite. 


Creole Maid went out to set a fast pace, with 
Jacola steadied behind her, Drowsy (114) also 
well up in the running. After six furlongs Creole 
Maid suddenly had enough and stopped badly, as 
Jacola went past her and into the lead. Then 
up from behind came B. F. Christmas’ Idle Miss 
(123), a onetime selling plater which is now 
among the best fillies of the season. Ridden by 
Jockey Alfred Robertson, Idle Miss had been 
saved behind the pace to the far turn, and then 
had begun coming forward rapidly. At the 
eighth-pole she was at Jacola’s head, and as the 
35-year-old hung under her weight at the finish, 
Idle Miss came out smartly to win by two lengths. 
Jacola was a length in front of Louis Strube’s 
Rust (109), with Benjamin Deutch’s Roguish 
Girl (116) and H. Philips’ Fair Stein (117) a 
nose farther back in a dead heat for fourth place. 
In order followed Drowsy, Handcuff, Torchlight 
(3-y-o, 103), Creole Maid, and Invoke (3-y-o, 109).

Whatever happens in flat racing, steeplechasing 
honors for 1938 go to the stable of Thomas Hitch- 
cock. The stable has won five steeplechase 
stakes this season with Ossabaw and Yemasee, 
but for the Grand National Steeplechase Handi- 
cap ($10,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, about 
three miles) at Belmont Park October 1, reliance 
was placed on two others, *Annibal (156) and 
*Rioter (153), each previously winner of a jump- 
ing stakes this year. Though there were 17 other 
nominations, only F. Ambrose Clark’s Birming- 
ham (139) was sent against the entry. 

*Rioter, with Jockey J. Mason in the saddle, 
started off fast and opened up a wide lead. At 
the fourteenth fence Birmingham fell, and the 
race was between the Hitchcock horses. *Rioter 
fell at the seventeenth jump, and *Annibal, which 
had been moving up to him, galloped to the finish 
at his leisure, with Rigan McKinney in the saddle. 
Mason remounted *Rioter and finished second, 
within the prescribed time limit. Time, 6:03, 
track good. Stakes division, $8,100, $1,500. It 
was the first victory for a Hitchcock horse in the 
Grand National since the second running, in 1906.

*Annibal, bred in France, was raced there at 
two and three. He started 19 times in France, 
won five races, including Handicap Optional on 
the flat and Prix du Steeplechase National du 
Grand Prix de Paris, over jumps. He was second 
four times, and earned 110,629 francs. In Amer- 


ica he has started eight times, won five races, 
earned $13,545. In his remaining three starts he 
was once fourth, fell once, lost his rider once.

Family Habit 


There were six stallions in the pedigree of Wil- 
liam E. Boeing’s Porter's Mite which were 2-year- 
olds in America at a date when the Futurity was 
being run. Two of them won it, one was third, 
the other three did not start in it. The Porter, 
sire of this year’s winner, did not race for the 
Futurity. The grandsire, Sweep, won the 1909 
renewal, and Sweep’s maternal grandsire, Dom- 
ino, won the running in 1893. Ben Brush did not 
run in the Futurity, and met one of his three 
defeats at two from the 1895 winner, Requital. 
The Porter’s maternal grandsire, St. Leonards, 
ran in the 1892 renewal, was third. Friar Rock, 
maternal grandsire of Porter’s Mite, did not 
start for the Futurity. 

This year’s renewal of the Futurity lost some- 
thing of its usual climactic quality because Wil- 
liam Ziegler, Jr.’s El Chico, recognized champion 
of the division, was not an eligible. But a good 
field of 11 contested the event, which was con- 
sidered fairly open. Johnstown was post favor- 
ite, partly because of his generally good record, 
partly because of a five-length victory earlier in 
the week. Second choice was the late-comer 
Benefactor, which also had won an impressive 
race a few days before the Futurity. Though 
Porter’s Mite, in the Champagne Stakes two 
weeks earlier, had broken the world record for 
the distance down the Widener course, replacing 
the mark of last season’s Futurity winner Menow, 
he was only a third choice, with the unbeaten 
Olney and the Pilate colt Eight Thirty, which 
had won every race in which he did not face El 
Chico (though once disqualified), receiving al- 
most as much support. 

As is usually the case with races run down the 
straight Widener Course at Belmont Park, the 
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crowd had difficulty identifying the leaders until 
the race was in the late stages. Johnstown broke 
first, and led under restraint for the first furlongs. 
Olney stayed with the pace for some three fur- 
longs, then fell back, and Benefactor, also an 
early contender, began stopping at about the 
same time. Meanwhile the ultimate contenders 
were moving forward, on opposite sides of the 
track. Eight Thirty, with Wayne Wright in the 
saddle, broke from well outside, but worked his 
way forward and toward the inner rail. Porter’s 
Mite, off near the middle of the lot, had a definite 
list to starboard, and Jockey Basil James, who 
explained later that the colt liked to run in that 
fashion, let him go. If James’ explanation was 
correct, it was a recently acquired taste, for 
Porter’s Mite had had but one previous race (ex- 
cept for his first, a three-furlong dash) in which 
running to the outside would not have been 
ruinous. 

At all events, the two colts came to the last 
furlong with a hundred feet of track between 
them, and when they had passed the finish line 
there were few in the crowd who had any idea 
which had won. But the photograph showed that 
Porter’s Mite had lasted to win by a nose, with 
Eight Thirty, which had closed a length and a 
half in the last furlong, a length and a half in 
front of Third Degree. Johnstown, hanging at the 
end, was a length farther back, the others all far 
out of it.

aircraft manufacturer, did not go East for the 
race, and Trainer Ted Horning was so occupied 
with the horse that he forgot the presentation. 
A few hours later James was flying west to re- 
join his employer, and Porter's Mite was shipped 
west on Sunday. 

Porter’s Mite was foaled April 2, 1936 at J. H. 
Whitney’s Farm, Lexington, and was taken west 
last winter with other Whitney horses. Before 
he was started, he was sold privately to the 
present owner for a price reported at $7,500. He 
made his first start at Santa Anita Park on 
March 9, finished second after overcoming se- 
rious interference. Then he won three straight, 
including a small stakes at Tanforan. He moved 
east in mid-summer, making his first start at 
Detroit, where he was second to Allegro. In two 
starts at Aqueduct he was once second, beaten 
by Entracte, once fourth and last behind El 
Chico, Volitant, and Johnstown. His only pre- 
vious race at Belmont Park was in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes. He has started nine times, won 
five races, finished second three times, and has 
earned $66,940. Notes on his pedigree appeared 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 28, page 790, and 
September 24, page 409. 

William E. Boeing came into racing in January, 
1936, when he entered into a partnership with 
Earl Beezley, who was already well known as a 
successful trainer on Western tracks, and Harry 
C. Hunt, who was already in partnership with 
Beezley. Hunt dropped out of the stable last 
July. In December it was announced that Boeing 
and Beezley had divided their stables and would 
race independently. Ted Horning was engaged 
to train the Boeing horses, then numbering 17, 
including Gleeman. In addition to other pur- 
chases, Mr. Boeing bought seven yearlings at 
Saratoga this year for $15,700. He is a director 
of the Longacres track at Seattle.

Laurel Park 


ONGEST of the Maryland meetings is that of 

Laurel Park which, alone of the major Mary- 
land tracks elects to take its 25 days of racing 
in a single unit, rather than in short spring and 
fall meetings. Havre de Grace, which opened the 
major season this fall, closed September 28, with 
the Havre de Grace Handicap, occasion of Sea- 
biscuit’s best race of the year, as the closing 
attraction. Two days later, on October 1, Laurel 
Park opened, the six-furlong Capital Handicap 
featuring the day’s racing. Winner, for the second 
year in succession, was J. Yancey Christmas’ 
Rough Time, 4-year-old sprinter by Grand Time. 
A 1 1-16-mile overnight handicap with a $2,000 
purse supported the stakes event, and was won 
by W. W. Vaughn's Mr. Canron, 4-year-old Cata- 
lan colt. Like Rough Time, he was bred by his 
owner. The winner of the only other non-claim- 
ing race was also a home-bred. This was W. H. 
Lipscomb’s Redlin, 2-year-old Dunlin filly which 
won the first race of the day. 


With the season now beginning to drop south- 
ward, Laurel Park should have no difficulty in 
getting horses to fill its better races. Among 
newcomers to the track is the Milky Way Farm 
Stable, which arrived a day or so after the meet- 
ing opened. The string will remain through the 
meeting, with On Location, Giles County, and 
Time Please entered for the Spalding Lowe Jen- 
kins handicap on closing day, October 29. There 
were unsubstantiated rumors that Donald Meade, 
recently reinstated by the Florida Racing Com- 
mission, would get back into silks at Laurel, rid- 
ing for George Odom’s stable. However, no ap- 
plication for a license in Maryland has been made 
public. 


Seabiscuit Wins a Good One 


Charles S. Howard’s Seabiscuit’s four victories 
this year had been scored over inferior opposi- 
tion, and on the four occasions when he had met 
capable horses he had been defeated. But in the 
Havre de Grace Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1% miles) on September 28, Sea- 
biscuit (128) met a good field, got the worst of 
the racing luck, came on to score a decisive vic- 
tory in fast time, one-fifth of a second slower than 
the track record set by Osculator as a 4-year-old 
under 104 pounds. 

With track and distance to suit him, Seabiscuit 
was made favorite at 1 to 2. He was off well, 
but on the first turn he was bumped as Marica 
(124) and Masked General (114) tried to get to 
contention, and Jockey George Woolf had to take 
him to the outside. Hal Price Headley’s Menow 
{3-y-o0, 120), getting only a pound by scale from 
the Hard Tack horse, had broken to the front, 
was steadied along ahead of the field. W. L. 
Brann’s Savage Beauty (103), 116-to-1 outsider, 
forced a swift pace and Seabiscuit, recovering 
rapidly from his difficulty, moved into third place 
on the back stretch. It was fairly obvious, after 
five furlongs, that the winner was among these 
three. 

Then, as the field swung into the last turn, the 
fortune that had cost Seabiscuit ground on the 
first turn swung back in his favor. Menow, 
which had upset one of the leaders of the han- 
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dicap division when he beat War Admiral at Suf- 
folk Downs, seemed well on his way to upset an- 
other. But on the turn a tendon gave under the 
strain and Menow began losing ground. He kept 
going gamely, but both Seabiscuit and Savage 
Beauty went past him, and in the stretch Sea- 
biscuit had little difficulty shaking off the 
*Challenger II filly. Ridden out, he won by two 
and a half lengths, with Savage Beauty a length 
in front of Menow, which was taken to the out- 
side and pulled up, badly lamed in both fore 
ankles. Mrs. Louise Viau’s Rex Flag (111) was 
fourth, a length and a half behind Menow. In 
order followed Esposa (121), which never got 
into contention, Two Bob (104), Marica, and 
Masked General. Time, :2345, :47%5, 1:123%5, 
1:3725, 1:50, track fast.

The victory, most creditable one for Seabiscuit 
this year, raised his earnings to $323,980, includ- 
ing $25,000 won in an exhibition race against 
*Ligaroti last August. This does not change his 
position among leading American money winners, 
where he remains fourth. He has started 82 
times, won 30 races, finished second 13 times, 
third 12 times. Particulars of his pedigree ap- 
peared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of April 2, page 573. 
Since these were published, his 2-year-old half- 
sister, Brown Biscuit, has won. 


Capital Handicap 


One of the better 3-year-old sprinters of 1937 
was J. Yancey Christmas’ Rough Time, whose 
best victory of the year was in the Capital Han- 
dicap at Laurel Park. This year Rough Time 
did not get back to the races until late August 
because of a foot injury suffered last year, but 
a stakes victory at Rockingham Park on Sep- 
tember 17 suggested he had regained his best 
form. For this year’s renewal of the Capital 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
on October 1, Rough Time (111) was rather 
lightly considered, being fourth choice in a fie'd 
which included 11 starters, eight betting units. 
Favorite was the A. C. Compton entry of Sun 
Egret (3-y-o, 111) and Clingendaal (106), the 
latter having been Rough Time’s principal rival 
last year. 

With Jockey H. Mora in the saddle, Rough 
Time came out of the gate with good speed, took 
the lead on the first turn and was never headed. 
Sun Egret came to contention in the stretch and 
might have won had not Frank Scheih al'owed 
one foot to slip from a stirrup. As it was, Sun 
Egret went gamely and was beaten only a head. 
Norman W. Church's Lavengro (3-y-o, 111), 
runner-up most of the way, was a nose farther 
back in third place, a length and a half in front 
of Millsdale Stable’s Mower (117). In order fol- 
lowed Grey Gold (112), White Cockade (112), 
Aneroid (118), Preeminent (126), Infidox (108), 
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Clingendaal (106), and Creole Maid (3-y-o, 103). 
Aneroid, making his first start since May, was 
forced wide throughout.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 
Rockingham Park 


HE current meeting at Rockingham Park 

runs through this week, through the first 
three racing days of the following one, and 
closes on Columbus Day, a holiday more thor- 
oughly observed in New England than elsewhere. 
Last week Rockingham Park started off well, 
with damage caused by the September 21 hur- 
ricane repaired, then ran into several days of 
very cold and unpleasant weather, which caused 
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a considerable drop in attendance and in betting. 
With 15 days of racing accounted for, the pari- 
mutuel turnover had a daily average of $220,306, 
which is enough to insure a profit on the meet- 
ing, but is considerably below the $265,000 aver- 
age of last season. 

Competition from Maryland had some effect 
on the number of horses of stakes class avail- 
able at Rockingham Park, and while fields have 
been reasonably well filled, most of the offerings 
are claiming events. For the October 1 pro- 
gram there was some interest in the White 
Mountain Handicap, as Wise Prince and Natty 
Boy, which had raced to a dead heat in their 
last previous meeting, came together again with 
the same two pounds between them. The dead 
heat was at six furlongs, the White Mountain 
at one mile. After approximately six furlongs, 
Wise Prince came up on level terms, then drew 
out to win by a length and a half, giving two 
pounds to the loser.

Not a horse of the highest class, but a steady 
and reliable performer, Felix Spatola’s Wise 
Prince (120) ran his victories in 1938 to 10 on 
October 1, by winning the White Mountain Han- 
dicap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, one 
mile) at Rockingham Park.

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KENTUCKY 


Latonia 


HE current week at Latonia is the last one 

of the 27-day meeting there, and the Latonia 
Cup, revived this year under overnight conditions, 
will feature the program on closing day. Th 
track has had rather good weather for the most 
of the meeting, but patronage has been reported 
as light, and the winner-picking contest has ap- 
parently made little difference except in program 
sales. 

The racing on October 1 was featured by the 
Twin City Handicap, which went to Joe Desopo’s 
Tunica in track record time. A supporting race 
was a six-furlong handicap for all ages, won by 
I. J. Collins’ Bernard F., 4-year-old *Sun God II 
gelding which was a stakes winner at Detroit a 
week earlier. A race for 2-year-old maidens at 
a mile and 70 yards resulted in a dead heat be- 
tween S. G. Baker’s Broadus, by *Justice F., and 
H. H. Temple’s Cutlas, by *Sickle. Three favor- 
ites won from a card of eight races. 

After Latonia closes, on October 8, racing in 
Kentucky moves to Lexington, where Keeneland 
opens on October 11 for a 10-day meeting. On 
October 12 the River Downs track opens at Cin- 
cinnati, but will get most of its suport from 
horses which have been racing at Ohio and Mich- 
igan tracks during the summer, and the Cincin- 
nati track will offer little competition to Keene- 
land in the matter of horses. 

Overshadowing any race in Keeneland’s con- 
dition book for its fall meeting, as far as resi- 
dents of Lexington are concerned, has been the 
race against time staged by the Regenhardt 
Construction Company, which is building the 
four-lane highway between Lexington and the 
race track. Last week, as fair weather suc- 
ceeded foul, the construction firm was gaining 
fast. One 22-foot strip was completed a week 
ago and will be ready for use before Keeneland 
opens October 11. The second strip will be 
finished to within one mile of Lexington this 
week and probably will be opened the third or 
fourth day of the meeting. Traffic over the sec- 
ond strip will detour one mile over the Mason- 
Headley Road into Lexington. 


Dr. Dimock III 


Dr. William Wallace Dimock, head of the 
Department of Animal Pathology at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky and director of the research 
work in equine diseases now under way at that 
institution, last week was brought down with 
an attack of pneumonia and was taken to the 
Good Samaritan Hospital, Lexington. His con- 
dition is serious. 


Tunica's First Stakes 


The Twin City Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 3-16 miles) at Latonia October 1 
was the longest distance Joe Desopo’s Tunica (3- 
y-o, 114) has been asked to attempt, and the 
Desperate Desmond gelding, getting to the front 
after seven furlongs, had no great difficulty in 
winning. Ridden by George South and favorite at

Death of E. R. Burch 


At Miami September 30 died E. R. Burch, 
treasurer and secretary of the Miami Jockey 
Club, and the following day his body was shipped 
to Kentucky, to be buried near his home in 
Paynesville, Meade County.

When Colo- 
nel Bradley sold the Fair Grounds, Mr. Burch 
moved to Hialeah Park, where he has been em- 
ployed ever since. In addition to his widow, he is 
survived by a son, Dr. John E. Burch, and four 
daughters. 


STUD NEWS 


Stallions 


HE retirement of MENOW to the stud is an- 

nounced by Hal Price Headley in an adver- 
tisement appearing in this issue of THE BLOoD- 
HORSE. The son of *Pharamond II broke down 
while setting the pace ahead of Seabiscuit in the 
Havre de Grace Handicap last week, but kept 
going to finish third and add another $1,000 to 
his earnings. He will arrive at Beaumont Farm 
late this week along with Mr. Headley’s horses 
in training which are to be raced at the Keene- 
land meeting opening next Tuesday. Menow, 
whose dam is the stakes-winning mare Alci- 
biades, was probably the fastest horse of his 
year. In winning the Futurity last year he set 


a new world’s record of 1:15%5 for 614 furlongs, 
and he was generally the pacemaker in the races 
he essayed as a 3-year-old. At two, besides the 
Futurity, he won the Champagne Stakes and 
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was second in the Washington Park Futurity. 
This year he won the Withers Stakes, the $50,- 
000 added Massachusetts Handicap, and Potomac 
Handicap, was second in the Blue Grass Stakes, 
third in the Preakness. In two seasons he 
started 17 times, won seven races, was three 
times second, three times third, and earned 
$140,100. 

Marshall Field’s FORAY, 4-year-old grey colt 
by Tetratema out of Black Ray, by Black Jester, 
has concluded his racing career in England, will 
be shipped October 20 in charge of Jack Hare, 
will be sent to Arthur B. Hancock’s Ellerslie 
Stud at Charlottesville, Va., to enter the stud 
in 1939. He will stand at a fee of $500, with 
return privilege, according to Mr. Hancock, who 
will share ownership of Foray with Mr. Field, 
as in the case of Stimulus. 

Foray was one of the most brilliant sprinters 
of his time in England. After winning six of his 
nine races as a 2-year-old and finishing second 
in the other three, to earn £7,850 in first monies, 
he was ranked at the top of the Free Handicap 
with 133 pounds. He was also a stakes winner 
at three and four, bringing his first-money 
earnings to £9,674 ($48,370). His dam, Black 
Ray, is one of the most brilliant producers in 
England, her produce including *Jacopo, Eclair, 
Black Domino, Dark Brilliance, and Infra Red, 
all stakes winners. 

Louis B. Mayer recently purchased PERIFOX, 
4-year-old son of Gallant Fox—*Periwinkle II, 
by Clarissimus, from William Woodward, for the 
dual purpose of training him for the Santa 
Anita Handicap and using him later for stud 
service. Perifox was one of the best 2-year-olds 
of 1936, being rated twelfth in the Free Handi- 
cap. He was favorite for the Derby of last year, 
but finished fourth. Though he showed great 
promise, and was raced in top company, he 
failed to win a race after his 2-year-old season. 
Plans for his shipment have not been announced, 
nor has Mr. Mayer stated where he will stand. 

WHICHONE, under lease to Samuel M. Look 
for the 1938 season, has been returned to his 
birthplace, the C. V. Whitney farm at Lexington, 
for 1939. His recall was necessitated by the 
death of Equipoise in August. The 1929 Fu- 
turity winner, son of *Chicle and Flying Witch, 
by Broomstick, has had a very good year, among 
his representatives being the stakes winners 
Handcuff, Bourbon King, Whichcee, Triplane, 
and Piccolo. 

“SHIFTING SANDS, purchased recently in 
England by Fred B. Koontz, arrived last week 
at John S. Wiggins’ Military Stock Farm in 
Bourbon County, Kentucky, where he will make 
his first stud season in 1939. A picture of this 
beautifully bred young horse appears in an ad- 
vertisement published in this week’s issue. 

Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s CAVALCADE and 
PSYCHIC BID arrived in Lexington from 
Brookmeade Farm in Virginia Tuesday after- 
noon of this week, were transferred to Henry 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm on the Harrodsburg 
Pike, where they will make the 1939 season. 


Dixiana's New Manager 


The new manager of Dixiana, Charles T. Fish- 
ers Lexington farm, succeeding Ira Drymon, who 
resigned effective October 1, is Ercel F. Ellis, who 
has had charge of the office at Dixiana since the 
spring of 1929.

As a 3-year-old he was second to Ob- 
servant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to Discovery and 
Chicstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy Go in Capital Handicap. 
At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), Queens County (to King Saxon), 
and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Sing- 
ing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and 
Vicar) Handicaps. In the same season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing 
Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the Carter Handicap. 


Orissa won the Fashion and Clover Stakes, and also produced the winners Oral (at 
two, three, four), Rissa (at two 1937). Orissa is a sister to the winners Acquire (up to 
six), and Carnival (up to six).
